Christmas trees for the home 
cover all of the common varieties 
and when dried out, are without 
question the most flammable art- 
icle in the home. Once ignited, 
the speed and intensity of burn- 


ing are hard to believe unless 
you have seen it, and of course 
the life hazard is extreme. 


Flame proofing then becomes 
a thought. In order to flame- 
proof anything, it is essential to 
get a certain minimum quantity 
of effective flame-retardent chem- 
ical either into or on the surface 
of the material to be treated. 
Since Christmas trees by their 


nature are not absorbent, the 
only effective type of treatment 
is by the coating method. 


Efforts to flameproof Christ- 
mas trees with simple solutions 
of water-dissolved chemicals such 
as borax-and-boric-acid, diamon- 
ium phosphate or amonium sul 
phate are completely, absolutely, 
totally and emphatically useless. 
Christmas trees will not absorb 
any such solution, therefore the 
only chemical which can be re 
tained by the is that which 
dries on the surface 

Any publications which recom- 
mend the use of the above chem- 
icals mixed with water for the 
flameproofing of Christmas trees

are in error, regardless of the 
source, acc g to a bulletin 
from the State Fire Marshal’s 
office Water solutions of the 
above mentioned chemicals ap 
plied to a reasonably fresh tree 
will, when tested, give the im- 





pression that the treatment has 
been effective. The fact is that 
the test proved absolutely noth- 
ing. 

The only way to be sure a 
Christmas tree chemical is cap- 
able of an effective job of flame- 
proofing is to use, in sufficient 
quantity, a product on the State 
Fire Marshal’s Approved List. 
These have all been tested under 
severe conditions. Furthermore, 
only such approved products may 
be used legally on trees which 
are required to be flameproofed 
by reason of the occupancy in 
which they are to be used. 

As a summary, the buyer of 
Christmas trees to be used in 
the home should be sure the tree 
is fresh. After purchase keep it 
in water in some manner even 
when the tree is being displayed. 
Check it periodically to be sure 
it is not drying out. Keep it 
away from sources of flame or 
areas that will encourage drying. 
Look for the Fire Marshal's ap- 
proval when purchasing fire re- 
tardent paint for the tree. 

Remember that where a tree is 
displayed for any public assemb- 
lage the tree, under State Law, 
must be flameproofed.
